ABOUT 300,000 MEN TO FIGHT 


It Is Reported That Another Russian 


Battleship Has Been Stranded 


off Tiger Rock. 


Tokio, June 28—1-. is reported that 


another Russian battleship has 
b-aen 


discovered stranded off Tiger Rock 
near the entrance to Port Arthur. It 
is presumed she .was wrecked while 
running back to Port Arthur after the 
fight Thursday night. 


St. Petersburg, June 28.—The great 


battle of the campaign in the far East 
is all arranged. Its scene will be be- 
tween Tachekiao and Kaichow, and 
pobably about 300,000 men will lake 
part. While the date is not absolutely 
certain, the military authorities here 
expect the first news of the engage- 
ment at any moment. Kouropatkin is 
reported to be in Tatchekiao, while the 
Japanese armies under Knroki and 
Oku are so .close to his main position 
that constant skirmishing Is taking 
place all along the line. Japanese are 
moving up-rapidly and the collision is 
due. 


"The main Japanese advance contin-

GRANVILLE HILLSIDE 


Miss Maud Thompson Writes an Inter- 


esting Efrsay About D. T. Jones 


and His Work. 


Oranville, O, June 28 —For some 


time cast tbe oupils ot ihe Granville 
High school have been 
engaged in 


writing shoit stories on local history as 
a means of information and literary 
practice 
Many of these articles are 


possessed of much interest and value 
and worthy of a place in permanent 
literature, and. are written for the pur- 
pose of creating an interest in Gran- 
Mile's centennial, which will be cele- 
brated next year Miss Maud Tnomp- 


son, daughter of Dr. J. W. Thompson, 
of GranviJle, who is one of the pupils 
of the High School, took for her sub- 
ject "D T. Jones," and her article on 
Sculptor Jones and his work is here 
published 


"On a lonely hillside about a mile 


and a half northeast of Granville is sit- 
uated the Welsh Hill cemetery In this 
old burymg'sround of sturdy Welsh 
settlers, one njay find some strange re- 
minders of earlier days. 


"Among them the visitor will notice 


a tombstone of unusual shape and ap- 
pearance, which marks the grave of 
Granville's only sculptor and its sim- 
ple inscription is one of his own wish 
and device:

Had Many Peculiarities. 


"In a great many ways he was pe- 


culiar and these pecularities became 
more and more noticeable as he grew 
older. 
He nearly always walked in 


the middle of tne road, seldom paying 
attention to anyone passing, and seem- 
ed absorbed in his own thoughts. 


"His attention was turned from his 


work as a sculptor and for some 
strange reason he became absorbed 
r, tv>o wo^1^ tfcnt ct?* off bi9 carppr as 
a sculptor. He now spent his entne 
time :md energy in trying to invent a 
perpetual motion machine 


"The machine •was a failure, even as 


the last part of the inventor's life. He 
made his great mistake when he turn- 
ed his mind from his sculpture and 
filled it with thoughts of invention. 


"He died soon afterward, a man lov- 


ed yet pitied by all, proud and yet 
broken-hearted, and was laid to rest 
amid the scenes of his earlier life "

"The monument consists of a rough 


mass of granite, shaped in nature's 
own laboratory and brought there by 
some luge glacier from a distant land. 
It stands the fitting monument of one 
who rose from the lowly position of a 
hewer of stones to an honored place 
in the realm of art A position acquir- 
ed with little help from any source, 
but the God-given inspiration of his 
own genius. 
So there is a hidden 


meaning ia the stone and its inscrip- 
tion to those wno knew Mr. Jones. 


Born in New York 


"Thomas D Jones was born near 


Remsen village, Oneida county, N. Y., 
and here he spent the first eighteen 
years of his life on his father's farm 
In 182D he apprenticed himself to learn 
the trade of tanner and currier After 
serving his apprenticeship, he went to 
Newark, N J., where he worked three 
years at his trade. 


"In 3 839 his family came to Granville 


and settled among the Welsh Hills. 
The father, besides being a farmer, 
grew to be a stonecutter of some local 
lepute and the young sculptor found 
his greatest enjoyment in helping hif 
father in this work. During the win- 
ter of 1837 38 the younger Jones work- 
ed with Erastmus Phillips cutting 
tombstones 


Carved Bust from Freestone 


"It was at this time that he carved 


his first bust, cutting it from a block 
of common freestone 


"This was the bust of an old man 


wearing spectacles, cravat and hat and 
presenting a most comical 
appear 


ance. 


"During- his first years of stonecut- 


ting he would frequently occupy the 
noon hour in carving hands and var- 
ious other devices, iMtny of which can 
be found as relics in the homes of his 
friends 


"A few years later he came to be so 


skillful in his art that he was com- 
missioned by the Ohio Monumental as- 
sociation to make TV hat proved to be 
his first work of note. This was a 
riece of sculpture representing 'Pern- 
berton's Surrender tc Grant at Vicks- 
burg.* The group was placed in the 
statehouse at Columbus and was un- 
veiled January 19, 1870. 


Work Brought Fame. 


"This work brought Jones fame and 


he now found his way in the world 
more easily. Later he carved the an- 
gels in the Catholic cathedral in Cin- 
nati, for this work receiving $5,000. 


he went to Washington 


where much lime was spent with his 
b^lovod art. Mr Jones had a gen- 
err>iiF nature, 
and this, 
together 


with his luxurious 
tastes, 
caused 


his 
hard-eained 
money 
to dis- 


appear very rapidly in the entertain- 
ment he gave to his friends. 


"He finally returned to Columbus in 


greatly reduced circumstances. 
Here 


he Was voted i sum of money by the 
state legislature and was given the 
use of the flag-room in the Capitol build- 


ing, where he spent his time carving

A Carious Phenomenon.

Fourth of July \\onndi. 


"One-third of the animal deaths from 


tetanus/' says a prominent physician 
"results from Fourth of July wounds.' 
The Chicago health department has 
given public notice respecting these 
wounds, in which it is stated that 
"death from tetanus is most agoniz- 
ing;" further, the notice is extended to 
doctors, to whom it says: 


"Fourth of July wounds should be 


kept open. The tetanus bacillus works, 
like a mole, underground or under flesh. 
As Ion? as the wound is kept open and 
regularly 
cleansed with antiseptics 


there is no danger." 


The most perilous and the deadliest 


of Fourth of July playthings is the toy 
pistol. As a result of one day's cele- 
bration in Philadelphia and Pittsburg 
fourteen boys died from tetanus, the 
deaths resulting from wounds inflict- 
ed by the toy pistol. The newspapers 
have year after year faithfully warned 
the public against the danger of the 
toy pistol and have endeavored to in- 
duce the authorities to prevent the 
sale of it, but it is still sold and tetanus 
and death are the ujnseijueiices of its 
use.—Philadelphia Lodger. 


Tlsjt Enrliest Celebration. 


As ea??y as 1777 there was a celebra- 


tion of the Fourth of July. True, there 
wasn't much in it, the celebration be- 
ing confined largely to extra sills of 
rum for the soldiers at Morristown. A 
year later an nrmy order was issued 
adding gravity to the observance In- 
directing "the firing of thirteen pieces 
»f cannon." The following year, 1779, 
the Fourth of July took on a still more 
important phase, as Washington took 
advantage of it to giant a seneral par- 
don to all prisoners in the army under 
sentence of death. 
The last celebra- 


tion of the day by the army as such 
took place in 17S2. when the whole 
army formed on the banks of the Hud- 
son on each side of the river. 
The 


signal of thirteen cannon being given 
at West Point the troops deployed and 
formed lines, when a general feu tie 
joie took place throughout the army. 


The "Fourth of Rejolc-insr." 


July 4, 1308, was the "Fourth of Re- 


joicing." Admiral C'crver.i's fleet was 
destroyed the day before, and all knew 
the Spanish-American war was really 
at an end.

Fireworks will be more than ever : 


feature of this year's Fourth of July 
aud of course there are new explosives 
to enthuse the patriot, says the Chica 
go Tribune. The countries all over the 
world contribute to this nation's ceie 
bration of its declaration of independ 
ence. Great numbers of the fireworks 
designs made abroad have combina 
tions of America's national colors and 
of "Old Glory," and some of the Japa 
nese lanterns recently received by a 
large firm in Chicago show designs o: 
the American and English flags inter 
twined. 


It is Japan, too, which sends us the 


daylight fireworks. They are intendet 
for use in pleasure parks and similar 
places and are especially attractive to 
women and children. These device? 
are tired from mortars placed on the 
ground. 
The shell rises several hun- 


dred feet in the air. where it explodes 
and throws out immense figures of Osh 
birds, animals, flowers, pearls, stream- 
ers, globes, suns, moons, colored float- 
ing clouds and representations of thun- 
derstorms. 


These figures and shapes are bril- 


liantly colored in such a way as to give 
the 
effect 
of interior illumination, 


though visible only in the daytime. 
They may be seen until they have 
slowly sunk to the earth or have been 
wafted out of range of vision by the 
wind. 
The difference between these 


and the Japanese balloons of animal? 
nnd comic figures is that the latter are 
made to ascend by hot air. while the 
others are sent up from mortars with 
gunpowder. 
The 
balloon";, however, 


are greatly improved this year, with 
new devices for heating the air and to 
prevent them catching fire. 


Water fireworks, which have been 


seen for several years, have this year 
been greatly improved. These are de- 
signed to make displays on the surface 
of the water, upon which they are 
thrown from a boat or dock after hav- 
ing been properly lighted. In a few 
moments they begin to burn and show 
many combinations of colors in mo- 
tion. Some of the designs have de- 
scriptive names indicative of what 
they look like, such as diving devils, 
flying fish, water volcanoes, sea ser- 
pents and jeweled fountains. 


AD the stock fireworks, such as rock- 


ets, candies, bombshells and fountain*!, 
show new features. This is particular- 
ly true of rockets. One important im- 
provement in this piece consists in

tached to the rocket and which upon 
the removal of a confining band open 
out like a tripod, which can be stood 
upon the ground when ready to light. 


inoiis new designs in rockets may 


be mentioned the telescope repeating 
rocket, which when it has reached a 
certain height sends out four more 
rockets that take slightly diverging 
paths, each disclosing clusters of col- 
ored stars or serpents, and the golden 
cloud rocket, which at the highest 
point of its flight distributes through- 
out a large area n golden cloud com 
posed of fine particles of fire, which 
bang suspppded in the air for some 
time like n mist. 


The colored Japanese firefly rocket 


it the highest point of its flight hangs 
out several floating batteries and foun- 
tains that remain nearly stationary in 
:be air. projecting streams of vari- 
ously colored stars and meteors in all 
directions, while the colored triple bou- 
juet rocket from the point of its great- 
est altitude displays a bouquet of many 
colored stars surrounded by a golden 
rain, all of which changes after a 
short descent to a second and then to 


third bouquet, in which there is com- 


plete alteration of the colors. The new 
mammoth balloon rocket at a height 
of 000 feet hangs out seven balloons, 
from each of which depends a signal 
car that changes color as it burns. All 
lie rockets tbis year have more colors 
n them than formerly. 
In Roman caudles the principal now 


:bing is the meteor candle, tbe continu- 
ous stream of fire from which is stud- 
led with larger balls, so that it looks 
ike a strand of beads with larger bril- 
iants at regular intervals. Many new 
designs are to be found in colored 
bombshells. 


Among the fountains a nfw one tbis 


year is the e!i'<-trie Niagara waterfall, 
which is particularly large and im- 
posing. 
TLe dragon nest, also new.

How It Cain* to Be Written by Sam- 


uel FrunclH Suith. 


In 1S31 William C. Woodbridge, a 


distinguished educator, visited Ger- 
many to study the common schools. 
He noted that much attention was giv- 
en to children's music and brought 
home many (Jeruiau books of music. 
He gave them to Lowell Mason of 
Boston, who was also interested in 
songs for children. 


Rev. Samuel Francis Smith has told 


in the Outlook how these books influ- 
enced him in writing "America:"

seminary at Andover. 
One day Mr. 


Mason brought me the whole mass of 
his books, some bound and some in 
pamphlet form, and said in his simple 
and childlike way: 'Mr. Woodbridjjo 
has brought me these books. I don't 
know what is in them. 
I can't read 


German, but you can. If you fall in 
with anything I can use. any hymns 
or songs for children, I wish you would 
translate them into English poetry or 
compose hymns or songs of your own 
of the same meter and accent as the 
German, so that I can i -i> them.' 


"I accepted the trust, not unwillingly, 


as an agreeable recreation from graver 
studies, and from time to time gave 
him the results of my efforts. Thus he 
was furnished with several hymns for 
the 'Spiritual Songs,' which he was is- 
suing in numbers; also for the 'Juvenile 
Lyre,' the first book, of children's music 
ever published in this country, in 
which most of the songs were my own 
translations from Naegeli aud other 
German composers. 


"One dismal day in February, 1832, 


about half an hour liefore sunset, I 
was turning over the leaves of one of 
the music buotcs when my eye rested 
on the tune which is now known as 
'America.' 
I liked the spirited move- 


ment of it. not knowing it, at that time, 
to be 'God Save the King.' I glanced 
at the German words and saw that 
they were patriotic and instantly felt 
the impulse to write u patriotic hymn 
of my own adapted to the tune. Pick- 
Ing up a scrap of waste paper which 
lay near me, I wrote nt onco, probably 
within balf an hour, the hynm 'Amer- 
ica' as it is known everywhere. The 
whole hymn stands today as it stood 
on the bit of waste paper, five or six 
inches long and two and a half wide." 


Mr. Smith had no suspicion that he 


had in that short half hour made his 
name imperishable, says the Westmin- 
ster Press. He gave the song soon aft- 
erward to Mr. Mason, with some oth- 
ers, and thought no more about it. On 
the Fourth of July of the same year 
Mr. Mason brought it out at a chil- 
dren's celebration in the I'ark Street 
church, Boston. 
From there it soon 


found its way into the public schools 
of that city, and then of. other places, 
and into picnics and patriotic celebra- 
tions everywhere, and finally into the 
hymn books of the various denomina- 
tions. The whole history of the hymn 
and its present position are summed 
up in a remark once made by the au- 
thor himself, "The people took it into 
their hearts." 


During his life Dr. Smith became fa- 


miliar with no loss than fifteen lan- 
guages, and a visitor to him in his 
eighty-sixth year found him on the 
lookout for,a suitable text book with 
which be might begin the study of the 
Russian language. For half a century 
his home was in Newton Center. M.iss. 
Dr. Smith lived to be eighty-seven 
years of age, active and busy until the 
evening of Nov. 10, 189,j. when lie sud- 
denly dropped dead while on a car.
